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Faculty votes no

In addition, an overwhelming ma- 
jority voted against the formation of a 
new division of Criminal Justice and 
Forensic Science, also included in 
Bond’s plan. Unanimous support for 
the new division came only from the 
department of criminal justice, who

Pastor smuggling bibles

Pastor Danny Daniels of the Hall 
Street Baptist Church in Marysville is 
not your average preacher no 
matter what your relative inter- 
pretation of average is — Daniels just 
doesn't qualify. He has been a 
smuggler of illega! Westerr,  on- 
traband into East European Com- 
munist countries 

Daniels related his smuggling ex- 
periences here at CSUS Wednesday 
Between August and December of 
1975, he and another German pastor 
made 14 border crossings to deliver 
bibles to underground Christians in 
various communist countries 

Daniels was born in Bavaria and 
still speaks fluent Romanian which 
aided him with his smuggling ac- 
tivities. He later moved to the United 
States with his parents and became a 
naturalized citizen. He served in Viet- 
nam with the Marines between 1967- 
69 

When he returned to the States he 
joined a Baptist church that ultimately 
led him to his European heist. “! was 
doubtful at first. | always thought of 
Baptists living just one step ahead of 
snakehandlers — real freaky.” 

Eventually he became a Baptist 
preacher and was involved with some 


100 revivals which ied him to Europe 

While on the Orient Express that 
took him through the Eastern com- 
munist countries of Hungary, 
Romania, Albania, and Yugoslavia he 
became aware of the possibility of 
smuggling bibles and New Testament 
literature for the suppressed masses of 
Christians. “In the communist coun- 
tries, Christianity is tolerated for the 
older generation. The youth can't 
meet in groups unless it is a Com- 
munist sanctioned furiction. It is their 
way of wiping out Christianity with 
one passing generation.” 

After his first trip into Eastern 
Europe, Daniels returned to West 
Germany where he met with the 
preacher who would assist him with 
bible smuggling. Churches in Italy and 
Norway donated money necessary for 
their personal use. A bible printing 
house in Frankfurt supplied the 
pocket size bibles of various tran- 
slations. They used the German 
preachers V.W. bus and equipped 
themselves with donated camping 
‘gear. 

They hid the pocket sized bibies in 
their suitcases between .owels and 
clothing. At each border thorough 
searches were made — their bus was 
practically dismantled each time.

By request of President Bond 
Chancellor Glen S. Dumke of the 
Cahforma State University and 
Colleges yesterday appointed a 
Special Study commission to inves- 
tigate faculty - administration strife 
The six - member group will also ex- 
plore the issues surrounding the con- 
tinued controversy between Bond and 
the faculty 

In a statement issued by Bond, the 
president said “I have requested for- 
mation of the committee in the hopes 
that the controversy that has swirled 
around questions of governance on 
this campus can be laid to rest once 
and for ail.” 

“For too long,” he continued, “our 
university has been the scene of strife 
between some elements of the faculty 
and vanous administrations. Con 
frontation tactics, as practiced by 
some faculty members on our campus 
are harmful to the educational 
process.” 

The commission, whichis to havea 
complete report ready for the 
Chancellor by June 30.18 charged with 
the following 

1. Review and evaluation of the 
retention, promotion and tenure 
policies and procedures for con- 
formance with Trustee policy 

2. Review of campus procedures 
used in planning for the 
reorganization of the School of Arts 
and Sciences 


Review of the effectiveness of 
communication between faculty 
taculty leadership and administration 

Bond told the Hornet that during 
the past three weeks some sort of ac- 
tion to resolve strife here had been dis 
cussed with the Chancellor He said he 
had no idea when the commission 
members would start or what form of 
investigation they will pursue 

Bond indicated that the com- 
mission will recommend policies or 
procedures to be implemented on this 
campus 

Heading the commission will be 
Dr. Wiliam B. Langsdorf, former 
president of California State Univer- 
sity, Fullerton aad five other members 
selected on the basis of their 
“knowledge of academic governance 
and personne! policies,” according to 
a Statement released by the 
Chanceilor 

Faculty senate chair Erwin Kelly 
said he plans to cooperate and is anx- 
jous to see what procedures will be 
used to review the problems here 
However. he said he views the com 
mission with “cautious optimism.” 

Other commission members are 

Dr. Thompson Black, professor 
emeritus of political science, Cal 
State U., Los Angeles. Black is a 
former Academic Senate chair and 
department chai of political science 

Dr. Erwin R. Carr, professor 
emeritus of education and economics 
at CSU. Fullerton

Aging not all biological

Seventy five per cent of aging in 
American culture is sociogenic, not 
biological, said Dr. Alex Comfort, 
author of The Joy of Sex and A Good 
Age 

Speaking on “Real and Imaginary 
Aging” Wednesday at the Little 
Theater, Comfort defined sociogenic 
aging as aging which has no physical 
basis and is sustained by the roles im- 
posed on elderly people by society's 
bias and misconceptions 

“If you isnsit,” said Comfort, “that 
there's a group of people in society 
who stop being human and become 
unintelligent, asexual and unem- 
ployable, these people will believe they 
reallypossess these qualities.” 


He said that the stereotypes of 
elderly people exist only in people's 
minds, not in reality 

Except in the case of poor health, 
said Comfort. aging has no effect on 
intelligence or learning power 

Comfort said that age bias ts uni- 
que because people are prejudiced 
against themselves 

“Male chauvinists don’t become 
women,” said Comfort, “and white 
racists don't become blacks, but we all 
grow old.” 

“If you're going to be biased,” he 
continued, “at least be biased against 
something you won't become.” 

Comfort, who pioneered the 
science of gerontology in England, 
said elderly people should be treated

lawmakers into taking prostitution 
out of the penal code and putting it

ASI election turnout 
high, ballot box seized 


Due to the polls being open beyond 
our deadline, the Hornet is unable to 
print results in the current ASI Spring 
General Election 

According to Election Board 
Coordinator David Payne. the elec- 
tion has stirred higher than usual par- 
ticipation, with predictions for voter 
turnout as high as ten per cent of the 
student body. Recent elections have 
suffered from turnouts as low as one 
percent

Slaughtered again 


Greenpeace crew leader, Paul Wat 
son, watched as the Canadian ice 
breaker, Martin Carlson, lowered its 
cargo hoist down onto the ice | sing 
his belt, Watson strapped himself to it 
making it impossible for the Canadian 
captain to bring aboard another load 
of pelts without dragging the man 
through the ice and freezing water 

Watson's gamble nearly cost him 
his life, as the captain ordered the pelts 
brought aboard. The cable dragged 
Watson first along the ice then into the 
water, up along the ship's bow and 
then dropped him again into the water 





March 16 marked the first day of 
the hunt. Norwegian and Canadian ice 
- breaking cargo ships moved onto the 
ice floes where the sea! colonies make 
their annual nursery Approximately 
200,000 new - born pups sat helpless 
and unaware of any danger Being 
unable to swim or move quickly they 
are eas, targets for the sealers 

An environmental group, 
Greenpeace Foundation, sent a crew 
of 28 men and women to try and stop 
the seal slaughter. Last seasc., 
Greenpeace had also sent a crew but 
their plans were stopped by the 
Canadian Fisheries Department 
Greenpeace also moved onto the ice 
floes March 16 hoping to convince the 
sealers that theirs was a diminishing 
industry, telling them that they were 
killing the seals in such numbers that 
there would soon be no more 

Equipped with sound and movie 
cameras Greenpeace pleaded with and 
harassed the seclers, who grew more 
and more irate as the day wore on. 
They went on clubbing and skinning 
pups while Greenpeace ‘members 
could do little more than shield nearby 
pups and plead for an end to the 
“killing” about them. Last year the 
Canadian Fisheries Minister, Romeo 
LaBlanc had initiated several 
“emergency” ordinances banning just 
about everything Greenpeace could 
do physically to help the seal pups.

The 
captain pulled the ship out and left the 
area and hundreds of lucky seal 
pups to go further up the coast 

The next two days were “white - 
out.” that is. intense blizzard. The 
days wore through the week 
Greenpeace had chartered their 
helicopters for, and by the end of their 
week they could no longer go to the 
ce. They tned bribing the company 
into giving them more time but the 
helicopters were already chartered 
Greenpeace sent several volunteers 
back to their home base in Vancouver 
while the rest went to Ottawa to try to 
speak to Prime Minister Trudeau 

Meanwhile the Norwegian and 
Canadian sea! hunters finished up 
their work and headed home. Last 
week's hunt brought their total up to 
the 170,000 quota and then some
